Atlanta, July 22.—W hat promises to 
be one of the most sensational trials 
ever held in this city opened here 
Monday, when Mrs. Daisy Ulrica Opie 


Grace was brought into court charged 
with shooting her husband, Eugene H* 
Grace, on the 5th of last March, as he 
lay asleep in his home in this city. 
The chief feature of the trial will 
be the presence of the accusing hus- 
hand, who will sit in the court room 
in an invalid's chair, with the lower 
part of his hndv nnralyzed, aiding in 
he prosecution 
of 
his 
wife, 
who, 
he savs, shot him to obtain $27-000 in­ 
surance he had taken out on his life 
for her benefit 
The circumstances surrounding this 
strange case necessarily give it a ro­ 
mantic air of mystery. 
It will be recalled that shortly after 
12 o’clock on Tuesday, March 5, the 
police 
headquarters 
of Atlanta 
re­ 
ceived a feeble call for help over the 
telephone. 
A number of poILetnen 
were dispatched to the home of Eu­ 
gene H. Grace, from whence the call 
came and they found 
every cutside 
door of the house 
securely 
locked. 
Forcing an entrance, they made their 
way to an upper bedroom. There they 
found Grace lying unconscious, with a 
gaping bullet wound in his side. 
On 
further searon they discovered a re­ 
volver, with one chamber empty, ly­ 
ing on the floor in the room Immedi­ 
ately below the one in which Grace 
was lying. 
After Grace was revived 
he said he had been shot while he 
was asleep, sometime during the early 
part of the morning, and that he had 
every reason to believe that his wrife 
had done it. 
Grace charges his wife with having 
heavily drugged him before shooting 
him. This, he says accounts for the 
fact that neither the report nor the 
pain accompanying the shot awaken­ 
ed him. 
The motive for the crime, as held 
by the prosecution, was to obtain the 
$27,000 life insurance policy held by 
her husband, and. of which she was 
tha beneficiary. 
In reply to this the attorneys for 
Mrs. Grace say that their client was 
wealthy in her own right and had no 
need of the insurance money. 
They 
also claim that she is not the type of 
woman capable of such a deed, and 
state that she was genuinely in love 
with her husband and he with her un­ 
til outside influences began to work 
on his mind. 
The courtsaip of Eugene H. Grace 
and his wife, who is about 20 years 
his senior, w'.s as spectacular as it 
was brief. 
Mrs. Grace was the widow of Wil­ 
liam H. Opie, a wealthy Philadelphia 
tailor. 
And before his death from 
blood poison, in February, 1011, his 
wife had already 
become known 
as 
“Daisy of the Leopard Skins,” be­ 
cause of her mania for coats made 
from the skin of that spotted animal. 
After the death of her husband, 
from whom she 
inherited 
$100,000, 
Mrs. 
Grace 
became a conspicuous 
figure in the gilded cafe life of the 
Pennsylvania metropolis. 
About this time her eyes had been 
attracted by ¿he tall form of a hand­ 
some young man of immaculate attire. 
Then the tall young man saw the 
leopard furs and the vivacious face 
they caressed and a mutual attraction 
sprang up. An Introduction was ob­ 
tained, and as a 
result 
Eugene H . 
Grace was married to Mrs. Opie In 
New 
York, 
at 
the 
Little 
Church 
Around the Corner, in March, 1911, 
less than one month after the death 
of the bride’s former husband. 
Grace at that time was a bond sales­ 
man who had ambition to become a 
building contractor. Finding his wife 
disposed to further this ambition, he 
took his bride to Atlanta, where he 
set himself up in business. 
In a letter to his wife, shortly be­ 
fore their marriage, Grace made this 
confession: “1 have been a rank fail­ 
ure, and can truthfully

The proper method of pronouncing 
Latin has long been a matter of con 
troversy among the learned, but it is 
startling to find an entire parish dis­ 
organized by the question. 
This la 
the case in the parish of St. Max- 
tmin’s, in Metz. 
The older clergy of Alsace-Lorraine 
were brought up under French influ­ 
ence, and are 
accustomed 
to pro­ 
nounce the church Latin with the soft 
French “u." 
The younger generation 
has been taught in the schools to pro­ 
nounce the *‘u’’ full, according to the 
German and Italian manner. 
Yesterday the choir of St. Maxltnin s 
pronounced the Latin of the pieces 
sung at mass in the German way. The 
parish priest, an old man, solemnly 
rebuked them, and they shut up their 
music books and left the church. 
Probably the clergyman found the 
new pronunciation grated on his ears, 
and his outburst was due to the sensi­ 
tiveness of a scholar. 
The parishioners, however, are not 
scholars, and are now divided Into 
two camps—those who maintain that, 
as Metz is now a German city, the 
church Latin should be sung In the 
German way, and those who hold that 
the choir 1s doing the work of Ger­ 
man officials and attempting to de­ 
stroy French influence.—New York 
Tribune.
